AWARD 

This dispute between the workman and the Management 
of Indian Aiilines, Madras arises out of a reference under 
Section 10(1)(d) of the Industrial Disputes Act. 1947 by 
the Government of India in its Order No. j.-n012jil|86- 
D.IKB), dated 12.6-87 of the Ministry of Labour, for 
ndjudicalion of the following issues ;— 

“Whether the action of the management of Indian 
•Airlines. Madras in tcrminaiing the services of 
the wcii’kman Shri D. Vcnkalaiah w.e.f, 28-1 ()-85 and 
denying employment thereafter is justified 7 If not, 
to what relief the said workman i., enlillecl “ 

2. The claim Petition avermeiiE are that the Petitioner 
wa.s working at the Respondent-,Aiilines as a NMIflfribour 
from 6th March 1980 to 28th October 1985. He discharg¬ 
ed his duties without hlcrnisli. While so. the Respondent- 
Management suddenly slopped him from service with effect 
from 29th October. 1985 without assigning any reasons. 
Inspite of repeated representations and request jnndc, the 
Management did not reinstate the woikman even thou.sh 
similar categoiy of workman had been made permanent. 
Hence dispute was raised by the Petitioner, The Pelitioncr 
prays to pass an award to reinstate him in service with all 
benefits. 

3. The Responddnt in its counter slates, the Petitioner 
was engaged as casual labourer to meet contingencies aris¬ 
ing out of absentism of permanent employees. The Peti¬ 
tioner was engaged between 6-3-1980 and 28-10-1985 on 
day to day basis with no guarantee of employment on the 
next day. Diirng any period of 12 months precedin.g 
28-10-1985 the Petitioner had not worked for a period of 
more than 90 days including weekly off days. It is seen 
from the acqitiliance sheets for the period of 1984 and 
1985 the petitioner has worked including weekly off for 
86 days. Similarly during the period between November 
1983 and October 1984 he hud worked for 69 days, includ- 
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irig weekly off days. During tlie period between Novem¬ 
ber 1982 and October 1983 he had worked 21 days. In 
1981-82 except for the months > of January, February and 
April 1982, he had worked only for 8 days. But unfortuna¬ 
tely the records prior to November 1981 are nor 
available since the records are maintained only for the 
period of three ycar.s. The averment that the workmen like 
^Jetitioner wgfe made permanent is not correct. The per¬ 
manent vacancies are filled as per the Employment Notice 
inviting applications and after interview, they are empanelled 
in the order of merit dependnig on the number of vacancies. 
The list prepared is current for the period of twu years. 
The Petitioner lesponded to such an Employment Notice 
dated 5-1-1983 for the permanent post of Sweeper, was 
interviewed and placed at serial No. 17 in the list in the 
order of merit. Since there was no sufficient number of 
vacancies, he ciudd not be absorbed permanently. Further 
the panel lapsed after a period of two years within which 
trae to permanent vacancies arose to absorb the petitioner. 
Hence the discrimination alleged by the Petitioner k not 
Well founded. The Respondent did not stop him from service 
arbitrarily. His employment is only a casual naturo and 
since the panel lapsed, ho could not be absorbed. Hence 
no question of non-employment arises in this case. Conse¬ 
quently the question of reinstating him in service with all 
backwages does not arise. Hence the Petitioner is liable 
to be dismissed. 


4. The points for determination are ;— 


(1) Whether the action of the Management in terminat¬ 
ing the services of the Petitioner and denying the 
employment is justified ? 


(2) To what relief ? 


5. W.W. 1 and M.W.l were examined on cither side. 
Exs. M-1 to M-50 were marked on the side of the Manage¬ 
ment. No document was marked on the side of the Petitioner. 


6 . The Petitioner was examined as W.W.I, His evidence 
IS from March 1980 to October 1985 he was employed 
temporarily and whenever he was given job he would do 
the same. While so his further evidence is that persons who 
lomed after him were made permanent whereas te was 
terminated without any reasons. According to Itim, the 
x«^pondent-Maaagelnent was giyingi work continuously 9 C 
days in a year. In the cross-examination he vwuld assert 
mat sixteen persons, juniors to him were made permanent- 
He wouM deny a suggestion that these .sixteen persons we^ 
recruited priod to him. 


not worked tor more than 90 days in a year even adcord- 
ing to his own version. He says in the chief examination 
that the Respondent would give job contiiiiicmsly for 90 
days in a year. Therefore though the iPbtitionei worked 
from MOTCh 1983 to October 1985, he had actually worked 
less than 90 days. It is the case of the Respondent that 
the Petitioner was appointed in the leave vacaiigfes of 
the Permanent workers and therefore his job is only a 
casual job and he cannot assert the right of employment 
in the Respondent organisation. In this connection, the 
learned counsel for the Respondent would vehemently con¬ 
tend that unless the petitioner worked for 240 days con- 
timlously in a block of 12 months, he cannot contend 
that he should be rein.stated with all benefits. The counsel 
for the respondent would rely on a decision repotted in 
1980—I—L.L.J. page 173 (Gujarat Steel Tubes Ltd. v. 
G.S.T. Mazdoor Sabha) to show that the worker who 
has not worked for 240 days in a block of 12 months 
he cannot claim for reinstatement. This fact could not 
be disputed by the Petitioner. The contention of the Peti¬ 
tioner' though he worked continuously with break of few 
days, the total number of days should be taken into consi¬ 
deration for confirming his service. The Respondent having 
not taken this fact into epasideration he has been discre- 
minated. At this stage it is relevant to note even according 
to W.W.l that the Respondent would give wGrk to the 
maximum of 90 days in a year. Further the evidence of 
M.W.l w'onld depose that he has not worked 90 days in 
a block of i2 months continuously. Whatever may be 
Section 25-B of the. Industrial Disputes Act is clear that 
the worker should have completed 240 days in a block 
of . 12 months to claim the benefits under the various pro¬ 
visions of the l.D. Act. It is contended by the Respondent 
that 14 vacancies alone arose during that relevant period 
and the Petitioner’s rank being Serial No, 17. he could 
not be absorbed. Unfortunately the panel also lapsed after 
two years as per directions given bv Authorities under 
Exs. Mpy and M-48. E.x. M-47 is the instructions regard¬ 
ing valioity of panels. Ex, M-48 is also regarding the 
extention of existing panel. It is seen from both Ex. M-47 
and M-48 the validity period of panels has been fixed to two 
years from the date of the approval. Jn as much as the 
iPetitioners serial number was 17 and since 14 vacancies 
only arose, he could not be absorbed. In short it m the 
plea of the Respondent that he being a casual labourer 
en^ged: in leave vacancies of permanent staff, he could not 
claim for reinstatement.

2. The claim Petition averments^ are that the Petitioner 
have been (working as labourers in the L.S.H.S. Union, 
M.P.G.L., Manali, Madras of the 1st Respondent Corpoi*- 
tion from the year 1982 onwards. They were paid daily wage 
of Rs. 16 per day from the year 1984. The Petitioners were 
involved in unloading and loading operations in Indian OW 
Corporation their job being to unload L.S.H.S. oil from 
railway wagon from Cochin, Vishakhapatnam and to load the 
same into the storage tanks and reload the oil into tankers 
and restoration of waste oil, etc. The said work is a 
perennial and permanent nature and is integral to the : i- 
dustrial processes of the 1.0.C. Toois, equipment for the 
work were banded daily by the officials of the I.O.C. and 
are directly in charge of the supervision and contiol of the 
I.O.C. The Petitioners were subjected to provident fund 
deduction from 1-4-84. The Second Respondent has no 
independent resources to employ the w'orkinen independent 
of the I.O.C. He was only a voil used by I.O.C. and an 
attempt to avoid direct relationship with its own employees 
in order to disclaim statutory liabiliies. Neither the 1st Res¬ 
pondent nor the Second Respondent holds a valid licence 
under Contract Labour (Abolition and Regulation) Act 
1970. On 1-8-85 the Petitioners were not allowed to enter 
the plant and was told that their services were terminated. 
Hence they raised the dispute. The 1st Respondent may be 
directed to reinstate the Petitioner with backwages and 
attendant benefits. ' 


3. Tlje First Respondent in its counter states that this 
respondent has been marketing the produces produced by 
Madras Refineries Ltd. (MRL). In the year 1982, MRL 
decided to produce petroleum ^-product by name Low 
Sulphor Heavy Stock (LSHS) which is a substitute for fur¬ 
nace oil. This by-product is a hsayy density product and 
congeal in nature. Hence the storage of this product requires 
special facilities viz. of maintenance of high temperature. 
Ordinary Tanks cannot be used for storing this product. 
Hence the Respondent had to go in for new type of tankers 
involving huge capital outlay. This respondent entered into 
a hire agreement with MPCL for using their tankers. The 
premises where the tankers were erected belonged to MPCL 
and MPCL also supplies steam and electricity. This res¬ 
pondent was deploying its managerial and staff or attending 
to administrative work connected with the receipt, stcra,go 
and distribution of the product. The tankers in the premises 
belonged to MPCL. Th^ quantity of the product to be 
supplied by MRL was not predetermined nor was supplied 
subject to any time schedule. It was not possible for the 
Respondent to engage any direct regular labour force and 
hence this Respondent awarded a contract to the Second Res¬ 
pondent to carry out the. work of handling the product in 
MPGL premises by engaging his own men. The charges 
for the job of decenting the product from the wagon into 
the tanker was fixed at the rate of Rs. 18 per tank wagon. 
The Second Respondent used to submit bills tor the volume 
of work done by him at the prescribed rates and the First 
Respondent used to settle the bill. The First Respondent had 
nothing to do with the men engaged by the Second Res¬ 
pondent exercising the supervision control by the Second Rc-s- 
pondent. There was no relationship of master and servant 
between the petitioners and the First Respondent. The peti¬ 
tioners were working in the Second Respondent, who had 
entered into a contract with the 'First Respondent for handl¬ 
ing of LSHS Product in MPCL, Manali. Hence the claim 
may be rejected. 


4. The Second Respondent in its counter states that the 
reference is bad in law since the appropriate Government 
has not referred this dispute for adjudication. The Second 
Respondent states that the Petitioners were employed in the 
MPCL handling LSHS for the IOC marketing division. 
Indian Oil Corporation is having various divisions each in¬ 
dependent of its own like references and Pipeline Division. 
Marketing Division and Research and Development; Wing 
The. Central Government is the appropriate Government only 
lu /be case of Refi.'e.jes Division, i'he Mnnalactniing and 
production of mineral oil is declared as controlled industry 
under Section 2 of 'he Industrial (Development and Regu- 
laitrn) Act, 1951. I he State Government i-s the appropriate 
Government for tnc Marketing Division where only Petroleum 
Products are stored and -distributed. The Second Respon¬ 
dent states when the work at the MPCL have come to end, 
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he offcicd lo the Petitioners employment at alternative loca¬ 
tions dining the conciliation proceedings and the Pctitiouerti 
did not accept the offer but wanted employment only witK 
Indian Oil Corporation. Since the employees were given em' 
ploymenl in alternative locations, there is no question o£ te 
trenchment. Hence the claim may be rejected.

6. No document or oral evidence was let 'n, 

7- Point (l).--’l lie Pctitioncf.s claim i.s Ihat they have ncen 
working tinder the First Respondent Corporation and there¬ 
fore their termination is not justified, and they should be 
rcin.stated with all benefits. TTie First Respondent IOC on the 
other hand would contend that the Petitioner were not em¬ 
ployed by them and they were engaged by Second Respon¬ 
dent-Contractor to carry out the work of hartdling the pro¬ 
ducts in MPCL premises. There is no master and servant 
relationship between this Respondent and the Petitioners, The 
Second Respemdent would contend that the reference itself i.s 
bad since the appropriate Government is not Central tlovevri- 
ment but is State Government : secondly even on reading the 
reference, there is no dispute between him and the Petitioner 
to be adjudicated and therefore he is not a necessary party; 
lastly. hi.s contention would be when the work at MPCL, 
Manali have come to end, he offered to the Petitioners em¬ 
ployment at alternative locations btit the Petitioners refused 
to accept the offer but wanted employment only with the 
first Resjpondeut-Corporation, on whom he has no control.

2. The claim Petition averments aic that the Petitioner 
Thiru Mohammed Hamidullah Badshah joined the Respon¬ 
dent—Corporation 'as a Peoh ifi the year 1964 and now 
working as Record Sorter. In the Vear 1972, he was severely 
affected by T.B., and took” treatment at Santhosain Sanato¬ 
rium, Madras for nearly 50 Jays and p-Jt'tially recovered. He 
used to 'teo.-to doctor for periodical check up and trcafmenl, 
ln-'J984, he fell ill. On 15th luly,- 1984 he consulted Dr. 
P. K. Srinivasan who advised him to lake- immediate treat¬ 
ment. Hence the Petitioner submitted leave application for 
three weeks leave. While ihc Petitioner applied leave for 
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ttirec weeks he was dirccied to undergo treatment at K. J. 
Hospital as in patiejP. The othcmls hy their letter dated 6th 
August, asked the Petitioner to forward the X-ray and 

other connected test reports for considering his leave appli¬ 
cation. K, G. Hospital informed the authorities that the 
Petitioner was under treatment for spondylolysis with pulmo¬ 
nary Tuberculosis and he had to he treated and to he in lied 
rest from 30th July. 10(14 to 30lh August, 1984. The special 
leave was not sanctioned to the Petitioner. Then on the ob¬ 
jection of the Petitioner the leave was sanctioned.

He has given explanation to the charge. But it was not ac¬ 
cepted and a domestic enquiry was held. The Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee fpund him guilty on insufficient evidence. The En¬ 
quiry Committee has reached u conclusion that the family 
memhers of the Petitioner were not e.suinincd by the doctor 
and cash bills were not issued by Mahaveer Medicals and the 
charges were proved, In the domestic enquiry Dr. 1.. Pari 
was examined only to clarify his statement given earlier. 
But the Petitioner was not allowed to cross-examine the wit¬ 
ness. Another witness Dr. Johnson has not denied his pres¬ 
criptions and the csscntialhy certificate. He only stated that 
ho did not use cyclostyled forms. The other witness stated 
that the medicines purchased by the Petitioner were not stock¬ 
ed by him but the Petitioner has purchased only general 
medicines and obtained cash bill. He has not produced the 
Purdhase Register to prove that the medicines were not stock¬ 
ed by him. The other witness stated that Mahaveer Medicals 
was closed at the time of enquiry. Thus the Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee witluHit appreciating the evitlcrcc ou record finding it 
given, against the Petitioner which is not valid. Henco the 
cliiim, 

3, The Respondent in their cotuilci statement stales that 
ihe employees of the Corporation were entitled to reimburse 
the medical expenses incurred in connection with the treat- 
incnt given to self, spou.se. dependent children and dependent 
parents. The procedure of availing the benefit of reimburse¬ 
ment of medical expenses, i' that afler taking medical Ireat- 
rtienl, the employee is required to submit a bill in the pres¬ 
cribed form along with the prescription of the doctor and the 
cash bills for purchase of medicines. The officials who pass 
(he hill will satisfy themselves that the bill related to a per¬ 
son in rtspect of whose treatment the employee was entitled 
to get reimbursement, that the bill is supported by dcclor’s 
prescription and cash bill for the purchase of medicine and 
the fipures mentioned the bill are correct.

The Petitioner has been paid 
lire amounts covered under the varioins bills referred to in 
the charge sheet dated 7lh Decenrber, 1984. Hence it is 
incorrect to state that the Respondent refused to enterfuin 
the bills. With regard to live complaint against the exami¬ 
nation of Dr. Pari in the enquiiy, it is submitted ihat his 
evidence was recorded on 16th July, IR85 and the Petitioner 
cross-c.xamfned him on that date. Ii is only after cross- 
examination, the enquiry was adiounied to 19th July, 198.*) 
when the petitioner requested that the doctors should he 
called for further cross examination. The Petitioner was in¬ 
formed by the Enquiry Committee that it is open to him lo 
bring the two iloctors for cross-examination. Dr. Pari was re¬ 
called on 22nd July, 198.3 and the Petitioner did not cross- 
c.xaminc him. Hence the Petitioner was rightly dismissed on 
the proved charges. 

4. The points for determination arc ; 

tl) Whether the Respondent-Corporation is justified in 
dismissing the Petitioner from the service. 

(2i To what lelicf. 

5. Before going into the merits of the case, the 
learned counsel for the Petitioner contended that the 
'Petitioner was not given fair opportunity before the 
Enquiry Officer. The learned counsel for the Res¬ 
pondent resisted this contention by arguing that even 
in the claim petition he has not complained about the 
enquiry. In short, his plea is that the Petitioner has 
not attacked the enquiry and therefore Respondent 
cannot be expected to take a stand for leading addi¬ 
tional evidence in case the enquity wa.s found invalid. 
Tt is the plea of the Respondent that the Petitioner 
having not attacked the enquiry in the claim petition 
it is not open lo him now to raise such a plea. In 
this connection, he referred 1970—IT—L.L.J, page 
429 (M/s. Parry and Co. Ltd. vs, P. C. Paul & 
others) wherein the Supreme Court has held that 
only pleadings should be taken and the Tribunal could 
not travel beyond the pleadings. 


6. 'Dial apart he also pointcfd out from tlie enquiry 
proceedings that the Petitioner was afforded all op- 
pwunities to defend his case. Tt is seen from ilie 
proceedings that the Petitioner cross-examined the 
witnesses. For instance, in the hearing on 19-7-1985, 
the dcliiiqucnt-Pctitioncr requested the Enquiry 
Officer that Dr. Johnson P.W, 3 and R. Balakiwhuan 
P.W. 4 should be called against for cross-examhiatiom 
Mis request was objected to by the Presenting Officer 
on behalf of ttic Management. The Enquiry Offieer 
gave a fihding that the delinquent has etoss-examined 
the witnesses and stated himself that he had no fur¬ 
ther questions to tli£. witness and also signs the entire 
proceedings yolufitarily in the presence of members 
and only thereafter the witness was allowed to go. So 
saying, the Enquiry Officer held that the Petiioner 
bring the witnesses once again he may do to on his 
own as part of Ws defence. Anyhow, in the next 
hearing on 22-7-1985, Dr. L. Pari (P.W. 2) appeared 
and he was also cross-examined by the Petitioner. It 
is next seen Prom the evidence of P.W. h. the Vigilance 
Officer who was cross-examined in detail by the Peli- 
fioner in the enquiry on 5-9-1985. thereupon 
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6-9-1985. the Presenting Officer was also, cross-exa¬ 
mined by the Petitioner. Tn all these proceedings, the 
Petitioner has signed. However, on 9-12-1985 hear¬ 
ing on objection was taken b^ the Pc;itioner’.s repre¬ 
sentative that the Enquiry Officer has taken a partisan 
attitude towards the Petitioner justify mg the right 
of the prosecution not calling the wrhesscs again. 
So saying, the Peiioner walked out the enquiry stat¬ 
ing that he would be approaching the disciplinary 
authority for further course of action and asking him 
to wait for a fortnight before giving the findings. 
The Enquiry officer gave his findings under E.\'. ,M-26 
on 24-12-1985. Thus it is seen the contention of 
the Petitioner that he was not given opportunity by 
the Enquiry Officer is totally incorrect. It only ap¬ 
pears after raising all objections at every stage finally 
after the enquiry was almost over he walked out from 
the enquiry. The Enquiry Officer has no altornattve 
except to give a finding. Thus it is seen there is no 
merit in 'the contention of the Petitioner. 

7. The Petitioner stands charged under Ex. M-.5 
for having submitted medical clainrs for reiinbursc- 
ment from the Respondent-Corporation to the treat¬ 
ment of his wife, .son and daughter in respect of 16 
items fradulently and against the rules of the Respon¬ 
dent- Corporation. Tii continuation of the charge- 
sheet, an enquiry was held after due notice to the 
Pc'itioner as can be seen from the enquiry Proceed¬ 
ings Ex. M-25. Tt is the case of the Respondent 
Corporation that when a bill is submitted by an emp¬ 
loyee it is taken for graiTed when the claim is genuine. 
Whereas in the case of the Petitioner on an investiga¬ 
tion it was found the doctor.s have not actually 
examined the family members mentioned in the bill 
of the Petitioner and the cash bills produced from 
Mahavecr Medicals were nor issued by the shop and 
the hand writing in the prescriptions and cash bills 
arc identical and therefore the hand writing m the 
prescriptions was not the handwriting of the doctors. 
The Enquiry Committee found the Petitioner guilty 
of those charges and sent a report and gave i‘s finding 
under Ex. M-26. In this case, Exs. M-9 to M-24 arc 
the medical claims made by the Petitioner enclosed 
with doctor's prescrip'ion, essentiality certificate and 
the bills from 3-6-1984 to 15-9-1984, According to 
the Respondent a false claim was made by the Peti¬ 
tioner which was evidenced by the examina ion of the 
doctors who gave the prescription, certificate and also 
by examining the medical shop owner who is alleged 
to have issued the medical bills, In this connec'ion, 
the Vigilance Officer who iiivcstiirated the claim was 
examined as P. W. 6 before the Enquiry Officer, He 
would speak in detail that he contacted the concerned 
doctors who have issued the Prescription and suppos¬ 
ed to have treated the family members oT the Pc'i¬ 
tioner. He would add that they gave sfatemcn s of 
their own under Exs, M-l End M-2. He would also 
obtain the statemen^ of the proprietor M/s. Rajala- 
kshmi Medicals under Ex. M-3. Subsequently, the 
E)r. L. Pari and Dr. M. Johnson who gave statements 
Exs. M-l and M-2 respectively have also deposed 
before the Enquiry Officer as witnesses on the side of 
the Management Ex, M-l, -Dr, Pari' would admit 
after having countersigned the hills brought by one 
Veeraragliavan. Messenger, .\nna Road Post Office 
to oblrge him and that lie was not given any treatment 


to the Petitioner’s family. He further adds that he 
was extremely sorry for the mistake. He was examin¬ 
ed as P.W. 2 before the Enquiry Officer. Ho conhrm- 
ed the .statement Ex. M-l given by him to the Vigi¬ 
lance Officer tP.W. 6) as voluantary tod those medi¬ 
cal bills marked before the Enquiry Officer as Exs. 
P. 17 to P. 19. Thereforq according to him, ho 
would confirm the statement given by him to the 
Vigilance Officer under Ex. M-l that he had not 
e.xamincd the patients. Even subsequently, he was 
recalled to seek certain clarifications. He would 
answer the prescription was given without seeing the 
patient only for reimbursement purposes and not for 
the regular course of treatment. The medical bills 
were also signed without seeing the patient. Similarly 
the reimbiisement certificaffi was also given without 
seeing the patient. Dr. Johnson was examined as P. 
W. 3 before the Enquiry Officer. He would also con¬ 
firm the s'atement given to the Vigilance Officer under 
Ex. M-2. According to the statement, he would state 
that he has signed the prescriptions, bills and essen¬ 
tiality certificate by affixing the seal. However he 
would state the entries in the prescription and the 
essentiality certificate were not written by him ac'u- 
ally and they were done by some intermediary. He 
would also state that certain intermediary whose name 
and address was not known to him came with blank 
forms, p-harraacy bills and entries of names of medi¬ 
cines and he put his signature and affixed the seal in 
the blank papers for which was paid a sum of Rs. 
20/-. In the cyclos'yled blank forms the name and 
addre.ss used by the person appeared to have been 
prepared by an intermediary. Thus it is seen he 
would not retract from the statement given to the 
Vigilance Officer, Similarly, one Balakrishnan, Pro¬ 
prietor of Rajalakshmi Medicals, Madras was examin¬ 
ed as P.W. 4 before the Enquiry Officer also confirjii- 
ing the statcmcni- Ex, P, 23 before the Vigilance 
Officer and Ex, M-3 here, wherein would state 
certain items mentioned in the Statement were not 
actually sold by him and there was no stock of them. 
He would also add tha* instead of medicines, general 
itcm.s appeared to have been supplied to the Petitioner 
by one Assistant Mohan in the shop. According to 
him, no records were also available with him and have 
been damaged which fact he has conveyed to the 
Drug Inspector also. Here as P.'W. 4 befot# the En¬ 
quiry Officer he would strict to his version given 
under Ex. M-3 statement. The witness examined 
before the Enquiry Officer as P.W. 5 was connected 
with the Mahaveer Medicals. His evidence is that 
cash bills Exs. P. 4 to P. 9 marked before the Enquiry 
Officer were not issued from their shop since the 
SCI iai number in the last hook issued from 
that shop is 21400. In his evidence he would add 
lliat they have not printed or used bill books 
carrying serial number after 21,400. When he 
wars asked whether he had seen Petitioner for any 
purpose he would give a negative answer. He also 
stated that .signature in the bills (Ex. P. 4 to P. 9) 
before the Enquiry Officer are not issued by anv one 
of them from Mahavecr Medicals. The ' Vigilance 
Officer was also examined as P.W. 6 in the domestic 
enquiry. In the light of the examination of these 
main witnesses, namely, -locfors and medical shop 
owners ifenosiiig agaiiisi the Petitioner, the burden Is 
heavy on ilic Petitioner to substantiate the claim made 
by him is genuine. Of corusc those doctors did not 
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deny of having signed die prescriptions and on the 
reverse of the bills. According to one of the doctors 
he signed in the blank essentiality certificate and pres¬ 
cription. 

8. It was urged by the learned counsel for the 
Petitioner that the claim having been supported by 
prescription, essentiality certificate and the bills, it 
is not open to the Respondent to contend that the 
claim was not genuine. This contention cannot be 
accepted for the simple reason that the Petitioner 
produced bills not issued in the medical shop and 
also the prescription and essentiality certificate 
issued by the doctors without examining the pati¬ 
ents. Hence here is no difficuly in coming to the 
conclusion that the claim is not genuine. 

9. At this stage, it is relevant to note that whe¬ 
ther the Enquiry Officer has given the finding on 
the basis of these materials placed before him. The 
learned counsel for the Petitioner pointed out that 
there was no finding by the Enquiry Officer in res¬ 
pect to charge No. 1. According to him, the finding 
refers to only charges Nos. 2 and 3. This contention 
is not correct. It can be seen from the finding of 
the Enquiry Officer from Ex. M-26, he concludes 
the finding as follows ; 

“Consequently, the misconduct covered in the 
charge-sheet against S. No. 2 & 3 is 
proved and in respect of medical claims 
lodged by the charge sheeted employee, 
an act of fraud has been committed in 
preferring the claims.” 

A close scrutiny of this finding discloses that he 
has not specifically mentioned charge as No. 1 as 
in the case of 2 and 3, but he has stated as fraud. 
It is significant to note the act of ‘fraud’ mentioned 
in the finding is charge No. 1. Therefore, there is 
no merit in the contention. 

10. For all these reasons, this point is found 
against the Petitioner. 

11. Point No. 2 : In the result, the action taken 
by the Respondent in dismissing the Petitioner i*: 
iustified. An award is passed accordingly. There will 
be no order as to costs.

2. The claim petition averments arc that the Food 
Corporation of India was handling the Food grain 
vessels coming to Madras Harbour and the discharge 
of foodgrains from the vessels was done by the 
contractor appointed by the Respondent during 1972 
to 197.5. From 23-5-1976 the Respondent Corpora¬ 
tion employed the workers directly iind .they arc 
called vacuator workers. There arc about 215 such 
workers employed by the Respondent and they are 
entitled to wage revision. They are employed for 
the mechanical discharge of the wheat from the food 
grain vessels by operating vacuator machines. They 
are essentially technical personnels. They were taken 
into service after trade test. The very designations 
nf the vacuator workers are Operator, Pipe fitter, 
Nossilman, tank cleaner, tank supervisor, Head 
Meehauic, Assistant Mechanic, Oilman, Forenian etc. 
AU of them came under the mechanical wing of the 
Food Corporation of India, These vacuator workers 
conform to the job discriptions, prescribed for the 
various categories in Part 11 and they could be ab¬ 
sorbed in the Engineering Department in suitable posts, 
The Respondent-Corporation since failed to consider 
the demand of the LTnion to absorb them in the 
Engineering Department, a dispute was raUed, The 
Union further states that in Bombay Port the vacuu- 
lors arc absorbed in the Engineering Department of 
the Resnondent Corporation on regular time scale of 
pay. The contention of the Respondent Corporation 
tliat there is no sulhcient work for the vaciiators; that 
they are not .skilled workers and they arc classified as 
‘C‘ Category, are untenahle. Hence an award may 
be passed directing the Rcspondent-CorfK'uation to 
absorb these workers in Engineering Department I'f 
the RestJOndent Corporation with contiiiuitv of service 
and with all benefits. Hence the clainj Petition. 

3. Tiie Respondent in its counter states that the 
Respondent-Corporation since 1976 direct'y under-

took the discharge by engaging the workers from dock 
Labour Board in the case of manuaf discliarge or 
from tile list of vacuators supplied by the Regional 
Labour Commissioner in case of mcchanicaf discharge. 
When Vacuator Workers are engaged by the Food 
Corporation, paid them at the rate they were being 
paid by private steavedors. There was a demand that 
the vacuator workers employed b_y the Food Corpora- 
tiou of India should be brought in appropriate scales 
and fixed in the appropriate stages as recommended 
by the Wage Revision Committee. A settlement was 
arrived at under Section 12(3J of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act on 14-7-77. As per the terms of th( 
Settlement both parties agreed to refer the matter 
to the Regional Labour Commissioner, The Labour 
Commissioner gave an award on 9-2-1978 that the 
vacuator workers arc Dock Workers and on that basis 
recommended adoption of scales of pay as recom¬ 
mended by the Wage Revision Committee in respect 
of Dock Workers. They were accepted by the Res¬ 
pondent-Corporation. The Settlement is binding on 
ihc Petitioners and they cannot now seek a change 
in the terms of a settlement. The Food Corporation 
has two categories one termed as staff category, who 
are liable tor transfer anywhere in India; and the 
other category of employees are mainly confined to 
PtTls. These workers come under the definition of 
Dock Workers and their scales of pay and allowances 
are determined on the pattern to the Dock Workers. 
Under the above categorywise are 2300 workers in¬ 
clusive of 201 vacuator worker-s, Their services were 
confined by the Madras Port and not liable for trans¬ 
fer to anywhere else. The Respondent states the job 
description Part II is only a description of the nature 
of the duties and responsibilities of the categories 
of staff specified under the Staff Regulations. Rule 
I ('3') fc) of the Food Cornoration of India staff Regu¬ 
lation makes it clear that the said regulations are 
not applicable to the persons governed by the Indus¬ 
trial Fmployment (Standing Orders) Act and certified 
the Standing Orders, The workers at the Madras Port 
including Vacuator Workers arc governed by the 
Standing Orders. The nature of duty performed by 
the Fngineering Department Staff and the Vacuator 
workers are entirely' different. The absorption in 
Bembav Port Trust is relevant. A settlement arrived 
at 12(3) of the Industrial Disputes Act is binding on 
the Petitioner, Hence the claim is liable to be dis- 
mis.sed, 

4. The points for determination are: 

fl) Whether the demand of the Vacuator Wor¬ 
kers to absorb in Engineering Department 
of the Resnondent-Corporation with all bene¬ 
fits including pay scales, allowances, is 
justified? 

f2) To what relief ? 

5. The Petitioner examined W.W. 1 and the Res¬ 
pondent examined M.W. 1 on their side. Ex. W-1 
to W-14 were marked on the side of the Petitioncr- 
ITnion. No document was marked on the side of the 
Respondent-Corporation. 

6. POINT (1) : W,W, 1 is the Secretary to the 
Petitioner-Union, His version is that there are about

110 vacuator workers and they discharged the wheat 
from the food grain’s vessel of the Respondent-Cor¬ 
poration by using machines. According to him prior 
to 1976 the Respondent-Corporation engaged them 
through private contractors and from 1976 they en¬ 
gaged the vacuator workers directly. He would also 
/■efer to various categories in vacuator workers namely. 
Foreman, Tank Supervisor, Labour Supervisor, Time 
Keeper, Head Mechanic, Electrician, Nossilnian, 
Tank Cleaner, etc. He would also file Ex. W-14 
the various corresponding categories in the Engin¬ 
eering Department of tlie Respondent-Corporation. 
His evidence is that these Vacuator Workers should 
be absorbed in the corresponding-category in the 
Engineering Department of the Re.spondent-Corpora- 
tion, and pay those scales. In the cross-examination 
he would deny they were not trade tested. 

7. As against his evidence the Respondent exa¬ 
mined the Deputy Manager as M.W. 1. His version 
is on the recommendation of the Regional Labour 
Commissioner workers were taken as vacuator wor¬ 
kers and their service conditions were governed under 
Standing Orders of Industrial Employment. Accor¬ 
ding to him the vacuator workers will not be trans- 
ferred and tlieir work is only in the Port and they 
will m>t come under the staff category. He would also 
deny in the cros.s-cxamination that the vacuator wor¬ 
kers were absorbed only after conducting trade test 
and the corresponding categories are found in staff 
regulations pertaining to the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment.'

8. It i,s not in dispute that the vacuator workers 
are under the employment of the Respondent-Corpo¬ 
ration. Though the Respondent would deny that the 
nature of the work is not skilled it is seen from the 
testimony of W.W. 1 that the vacuator worker.'" there 
are many categories .such as Foreman, Tank Super¬ 
visor, Labour Supervisor, Time Keeper, Head Mech¬ 
anic etc. These categories of workers can nowhere 
he said as unskilled. In short when this fact namely 
Foreman, Tank Supervisor, Labour Supervisor, Time 
Keeper. Head Mechanic, Electrician, Nossilnian, Oil¬ 
man, Tank Cleaner, etc, arc the cateeories, which 
fall under the vacuator workers, it is idle to contend 
they arc not skilled workers. The very designations 
go to show it is technical. Now the plea of the Peti¬ 
tioner is these worker.s can he absorbed in the En- 
cinecring Department of the Respondent-Bank as in 
the case of Bombay vacuator workers. It is relevant 
to note from the testimony of M.W. 1 that there is 
corre.sponding category in the Engineering Denarl- 
ment of the Resnondent-Corporation similar to Vac¬ 
uator workers. That apart, the Petitioner filed a list 
of corresponding categories in the Engincerinf De¬ 
partment of the Pespondent-Cornoration. B is also 
seen from Ex. W-14 iob description Part II conlains 
the categories in the Engineerirv? Department of the 
Resnondent-Cornorafion which can be corresponding 
cafegorv for the vacuator workers. 

9. It next remains to he seen whether the vacuator 
workers have been trade tested. Tn this connection, 
the Re.spondcnt Witness M.W. 1 would denv the 
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vacuator workers are taken to the job after trade 
testing. But Ex, W-2 to W-4 would show that the 
workers should have been taken for employment only 
after trade test. Ex. W-3 is the letter of the Res¬ 
pondent-Corporation addressed to General Sceretary 
of Madras Labour Workers Union that there will be 
trade test for the operators on 28-2-1976 at 10 A.M. 
end requesting the Union to send the Operators to 
report. Therefore, I have no difficulty in coming 
to a conclusion that ffie Vacuator Workers should 
i,aVe been engaged only after trade test. The learned 
counsel for the Respondent would vehemently con¬ 
tend that the work of Vacuator Workers, cannot be 
equated with the category of persons in the Engin¬ 
eering Department of the Respondent-Corporation; 
r’mt the claim of the Petitirner-Unioii cannot be ac¬ 
cepted for the simple reason that they arc governed 
by Section 1213) of the Settlement entered into bet¬ 
ween the Federation of Dock Workers Union and 
the Government of India and the same is binding, 
which is valid. This contention cannot be accepted 
since no document is forthcoming. No material has 
been placed before this Tribunal to show that a 
settlement has been arrived at under Section 12(3) 
covering the Vacuator Workers, 

10. The learned counsel for the Petitioner also 
pointed out that the Vacuator Workers at Bombay 
working under the Respondent-Corporation have been 
ab.sorbcd in the Engineering Department. But the 
learned counsel for the Respondent pointed out the 
alleged absorption of Vacator Workers in Bombay 
Port is irrelevant. Anyway an analy.sis of the evi¬ 
dence in this case should show that the Vacuator 
Workers are skilled workers engaged only after trade 
test and there are corresponding categories in the 
Engineering Department of the RespOudent-Corpo- 
ration. Hence there is no reason why their absorp¬ 
tion in the Engineering Department is refused, while 
the same being done in the Bombay Port. For the,se 
reasons, this point is found in favour of the Peti¬ 
tioner-Union. 


11. POINT (2) : In the result, the Respondent is 
directed to ab.sorb the Vacuator Workers in the 
Engineering Department with continuity of service 
and benefits of pay scales and allowances applicable 
to such posts in the Food Corporation of India with 
the corresponding category of the Respondent-Cor¬ 
poration. An award is passed accordingly No costs.

2 . Out of the 0 pej'soiis mcntio.ied in the schedule 
to the reference, three persons nanrely SjShii Jala 
Ram, S. R. Gehlot and Kara Ram did not file any 
statement of claim nor did they make any elTort to 
pursue the dispute. Hence no Dispute Award is 
given in respect of these three persons. Out of tbt 
remaining sLx per.sons, SiShri Devi Pershad, Ram 
Phal Patel, and Laxman Prasad Yadav filed one state¬ 
ment of claim dated 17-12-86 while SjShri Banshilal 
Pa‘el and Nand Lai Patel filed separate statement of 
claim dated 17-12-86 and Shri Llolnm Lai joined 
Pie nroetedings at a very late stage and filed a state¬ 


ment of claim on 27-5-88. Out of the.se six workmen 
S|Shri Nand Lai and Mohan Lai had not put m one 
years continuous service or 240 day.s in the 12 
calendar mon hs preceding their date of termination 
31-12-84. V/bile Shri Nand Lai had put in 224 
days, Shri Mohan Lai had put in 150 days during 
the 12 calendar months preceding the date of their 
termination. Hence both these worktiian bad not 
sailed into the protection of Section 25-F of the 
I.D, Act. 

3. The remaining 4 workmen namely SlShri Laxman 
Prasad Yadav, Devi Pershad, Ram Phal and Bansliilal 
Patel had admittedly completed more than 240 day of 
service in the 12 calendar months preceding the 
date of termination i.e. 31-12-83 and hence these 
four persons had .sailed into the protection of Section 
25 of the I.D. Act. 

4. The case of the Management is that the stores on 
which all these workmen were employed had exhaust¬ 
ed and there was no work left and hence tlrey had 
.served one months uoliee ou all these workmen. The 
service of one months notice on the workmen is also 
not denied by the workmen, nor is it denied that 
the stores of Management had actually been exhaust¬ 
ed. Tlie grievance o! the workmen is that no retrench¬ 
ment compensation wa; paid to them in compliance 
with the provisions of section 25-F of the Act and 
there was violation of the provisions of section 25-Gi 
of the Act as persons junior to the workmen were 
retained in service and there was also violation of 
the provisions of sccti(-n 25-11 a.; no offer of cmplov- 
ment was made to those workmen and fresh hands 
were engaged. 

5. So far as the violation of Section 25-G of the 
Act is concerned, the workmen have not been able 
to substantiate their allegations. They have not been 
able to prove that any persons junior to the workmen 
were retained in service. AH the workmen uniformly 
.stated that they cun not give the names of any junior 
persons who- have been retanied in service. In so far 
as the violation of section 25-M of the LD. Act is 
concerned, the Management was required to make 
an oft’er of enijfioyment only to those jetrenched 
workmen who had comjjleleci one years continuous 
service as defined in Section 25-G of the I.D. Act. 
This position is amply clear from the provisions of 
rule 76 of the I.D. (Central) Rules 1957, wherein 
it is stipulated, “ff any employer desires to retrench 
any workman who has been in con^^inuous service for 
not less than one year under him (hereinafter referred 
to as the worltman in tiris rule and in rule 77 and 
78).'Phis clearly means that the Manage¬ 
ment is required tO' maintain seniority list under rule 
77 only of those oerious who had put in continuous 
service for not less than one year and similarly notice 
of offer under rule 78 is also to be made only to such 
woikinen who had pn: in one years continuous seivice. 
It has been noticed earlier SjShri Nand Lai and Mohan 
Lai had not put in one years continuous service dar¬ 
ing the 12 calendar months preceding the date of 
their termination. Hence no seniority list was re¬ 
quired to be maintained in their case nor was any 
offer required to inak- to them. Tlie Management 
Im.s iffaced on record documents to prove that they 
had made oilers to the A workmen namely Laxman 
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Prasad Yadav, Devi Prasad Bans! Lai and Ram Phal 
Patel who had put in one years continuous service. 
The workmen do not deny that such notices were 
received by them. In fact the documents produced 
by the Management clearly prove that these notices 
had been received by these workmen. However, 
they did not join duty with the Management. The 
contention of the workrntni is that the offer made by 
the Mmagemeat was conditional on their submitting 
declaration in form Ex. MWljl which ^ reads as 
under : 

DECLARATION 
“I certified that :— 

(1) I forgo re-renchment compensation if any. 

(2) I forgo backw'ages if any. 

(3) I agree to attain seniority as will be decided 
by the D.G. (P&T), New Delhi. 

(4) I withdraw my labour case sent by A.L.C. 
(C) Ajmer vide his letter No. 8|9|85-ALC 
dated 19-6-85 addressed to Security, Minis¬ 
try of Labour, Government of India with¬ 
out any pressure from any source. 

(5) I agree to work on normal daily w^ages 
@Rs. llj- per day till revision of ra^es as will be fi.xed 
by the department after receipt of decision of D.G. 
(P&T), New Delhi in this regard.

It is further case of the workmen that these conditions 
were not acceptable to them and for that reason 
they did riot join duty. However, evidence has been 
produced by the workmen that they did not join the 
duty because these conditions were nor acceptable toj 
them. If they were interested in .serving the Manage¬ 
ment, they could have joined duty under protest but 
it was not done. Tiierefore, it appears that the work¬ 
men were not interested in serving the Management 
and the dispute has been raised in order to derive 
pecuniary benefits. 

6 . As regards the violation of the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 25-F is concerned, the stand taken by the 
Management is cJearl/ without any merit. It is 
admitted, by the Management that they did not pay 
any retrenchment compensation, as stipulated in 
clause ‘b’ of section 25-F. Then contention is that the 
rules of the Management do not provide for payment 
of any such compensation In this regard the 
Management has shown ignorance of the 'provisions 
of section 25-.I of the Act according to which the 
provisions of Chapter 25-A have over-ridino' effect 
ot^er other less isekdieg standing orders. It is not 
disputed that the Posts and Telegraph Department is 
an Industry and in that event it was mandatory for 
the Mlanagement to pay retrenchment compensation 
at the prescribed rate at the time of effecting retrench¬ 
ment of the workmen. As has alre-utlv been observed 
etnher, when the retrenchment' was carried out, the 


stores of the Management had exhausted meaning 
thereby that there was no more work for the claimants 
and further the workmen showed disinclination to 
work with the Management when they did not re¬ 
sume duty in spite of number of letters of offer hav¬ 
ing been sent to them when the stores became avail¬ 
able with the Management. In these circumstances 
it is held that the four workmen SlShri Laxman Pd. 
Yadav, Devi Prasad, Bansilal and Ram Phal are only 
entitled to retrenchment compensation. According to 
the workmen themselve Laxman Pd. joined service 
with the Management in November, 1981 and Ram 
Phal in September, 1981 and doth of them were 
getting Rs. 11 per day as wages while Devi Prasad 
joined service in September, 19,79 and his wages 
were Rs. 16.85 p. per day. Bansi Lai joined in 
February, 1981 and hiS wages were Rs. 14,05 per 
day. The service of all these workmen were termi¬ 
nated w.e.f. 31-12-84. Thus Devi Pershad had put 
in 4 years of while Laxman Persad Yadav, Ram Phal, 
Devi and Bansi Lai had put in three years of service. 
Accordingly as per the provisions of clause (f) of sec¬ 
tion 25-F, Devi Persad is entitled lo retrenchment 
compensation equivalent to two months wages 
Rs. 16.85p per day which comes to Rs. 505.50p per 
month total Rs- 1031. SiShri Laxman Persad Yadav 
and Ram Phal are entitled to wages equivalent to 
1-112 months @Rs. 11 per day i.e. Rs. 330 per month 
total Rs. 495 each and Shri Bansi Lai Rs. 14.05p is 
entitled for 1-1(2 months @Rs. 14.05p per day 
Rs. 732.25p rounded off to Rs. 732. Each of these 
workmen are further awarded cost of P.s. 500 each. 

7. In view of the discussion made above, it is 
directed that S|Shri Devi Prasad be paid Rs. L531, 
S;Shri Laxman Pd. Yadav and Ram Fhal be paid 
Rs. 995 each and Shri Bansi Lai be paid Rs. 2232 
as retrenchment compensation within cne month of 
the enforcement of the award failing which they shall 
be entitled to future interest at Rs. 12 per annum. 
The other workmen are not entitled to any relief. 
This reference stands disposed of accordingly,

2. When the case is called out today, Mr. E. V. Subra- 
maniam, Manager Customer Sendees appears for the Man¬ 
agement and Mr. A. K. Mitra, General Secretary of the 
Union appears for the workmen.
